apart;  the  Bedding  size  bulbs  about  5  in.  deep,  4  to  5  in.  apart. 

Indoors:  One  bulb  is  usually  planted  in  a  5-  or  6-inch  pot, 
depending  on  the  size  of  the  bulb,  although  4  bulbs  may  be 
planted  in  a  6-inch  pan  or  6  in  a  7-inch  pan.  Use  only  the 
Mammoth  sized  bulbs  for  growing  in  water  in  the  house. 
French  Roman  Hyacinths  should  not  be  planted  outdoors  in 
cold  sections;  they  are  easily  and  quickly  grown  in  pots  in 
the  house.

In  a  general  way,  Daffodil  and  Narcissus  mean  the  same  thing;  Daffodil  is 
the  common  name  and  Narcissus  the  botanical  name.  Common  usage 

among  garden  makers  in  this  country  has  ap¬ 
plied  the  term  Daffodil  to  the  large  trumpet 
varieties,  while  the  smaller  or  medium  trumpet, 
as  well  as  the  Cluster-flowered  and  Poet’s  types, 
are  referred  to  as  Narcissus.  Botanically  these 
are  the  Barrii,  Incomparabilis,  Leedsii,  Poeticus, 
Poetaz,  Polyanthus  and  Miniature  types.  Some 
gardeners  apply  the  name  Jonquil  to  the  large 
trumpet  Daffodils,  but  this  is  misleading  as 
Jonquils  are  small  flowered,  sweet-scented,  have 
grass-like  foliage  and  belong  to  the  rush¬ 
leaved  group  of  Narcissus. 

We  are  listing  the  different  classes  separately, 
describing  the  distinguishing  characters  of 
each,  and  in  so  doing  hope  it  will  be  of  some 
help  to  you  in  selecting  the  varieties 
you  want  in  your  garden. 

As  Narcissus  bloom  early,  last  a  long 
time,  and  may  be  had  in  so  many  lovely 
varied  forms,  they  have  few  equals  as 
garden  flowers.  They  are  most  desirable 
for  any  garden  purpose — in  masses  in 
beds  or  borders,  in  groups  of  12  or  more 
here  and  there  in  the  hardy  perennial 
border  or  in  the  foreground  of  shrub¬ 
bery.  For  naturalizing  in  large  quanti¬ 
ties,  no  other  flower  is  more  suitable.  Nar¬ 
cissus  are  also  ideal,  easily  grown  subjects 
for  winter  blooming  in  the  house. 

In  descriptions  we  refer  to  the  trumpet 
and  perianth:  the  trumpet  is  the  funnel¬ 
like  center,  the  perianth  the  surrounding 
row  of  petals.

The  large,  full,  Peony-like  flowers  of  the  Double  Early 
Tulips  will  make  a  most  colorful  display  in  formal  beds  or 
garden  borders  several  weeks  before  the  Darwin,  Breeder 
and  Cottage  types  come  into  bloom.  They  make  a  com¬ 
pact,  stocky  growth  10  to  12  in.  high.

General  Cultural  Directions  for 
all  Tulips 

except  Botanical  (Species).  Tulips  should 
not  be  grown  in  soil  in  which  they  had  been 
grown  the  last  two  seasons.  Select  a  new 
location.  Do  not  use  fresh  manure  at  plant¬ 
ing  time;  well-rotted  manure  or  bone  meal  may  be 
used.  Plant  bulbs  5  to  6  in.  deep  and  6  in.  apart. 

Indoors:  A  mixture  of  %  good,  clean  garden  soil  and 
y$  leaf  mold  to  which  a  little  bone  meal  has  been  added 
will  give  the  best  results.  A  6-inch  pot  will  hold  about 
6  bulbs.  Place  bulbs  about  1  in.  apart  each  way. 
Cover  with  an  inch  of  soil,  and  water  thoroughly;  then  put 
pots  in  a  cold-frame  or  heel-in  in  the  garden  for  eight  to  ten 
weeks  to  force  root  development.  Bring  pots  indoors,  first  in 
a  cool  location  and  gradually  to  the  average  living  room  tem¬ 
perature.  For  full  Cultural  Directions,  ask  for  the  Burpee 
Leaflet  No.  31,  “Bulbs  for  Winter  and  Spring  Blooming.”
